In August 2017 at the Utrecht “Million Pictures’ 
conference, I presented a brief paper based on 
my hypothesis that the use of the lantern for 
public health education was a relatively late 
development in the history of the medium. I 
stated the following: 

The magic lantern was employed for various 
purposes from the nineteenth century, 
including for education, travelogues, news 
reports, temperance and religious propaganda, 
advertising, and for the presentation of 
fictional narratives. In many cases considerable 


documentation still exists about the 
circumstances of such projections, 
and some of the original lantern 
slides often survive. 

But I find that for one of the 
potential applications of the 

magic lantern there seems to be 

a surprising scarcity of surviving 
material, and that is its use for 
public health education and 
propaganda. I have found only a 
few documented cases from the 
Victorian era of the employment of 
lantern projection to spread public 
health advice and information (e.g. 
advice on how to prevent and avoid 
infectious diseases), and I have 
seen no surviving slides from the 
nineteenth century on such themes— 
though some do survive from the early 
twentieth century. 

Some participants at the conference 
took issue with my hypothesis, and gave 
examples of the use of lantern slides for 
public health education in the 19 century. 
The case for Japan seems particularly 
strong, and we were shown lantern 
slides that were used in that country to 
educate the public on health issues from 
before 1900. In the weeks following 

the conference I did more research, 
especially in digitized sources, most 
notably in the “Hathi” and “Chronicling 
America” (Library of Congress) 
websites, and in the disc version of the 
Optical 
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Group NW of the Magic Lantern 
Society are and have been big fans 
and users of Asahel Curtis images, for 
presentations and the two books that 
were produced for NW conventions.

A Curtis photo treasure hunt 


We featured the work of the photographer 
Asahel Curtis in a Mossback’s Northwest 
episode last January. We looked at his 
encyclopedic body of work that captured 
the Pacific Northwest from the 1890s to 
the 1940s. His work has come to define 
the region’s sense of self. That episode 
helped surface some Curtis images that 
were in the private hands of readers and 
viewers, including one Curtis photograph 
taken at a residential school for First 
Nations children in British Columbia. 
Reader Kami Edwards sent the image to 
us, but she was able to ID it with the help 
of a Washington State Historical Society 
archivist, Eileen Price. 


But now something more amazing than 
that single, timely image has surfaced. 
Many of the images we used in our story 
were from the Historical Society, which 
has digitized about 5,000 of Curtis’ 
images. But it turns out, they are just the 
tip of the iceberg. Curtis died in 1941 and 
in 1943 his entire collection was purchased 
by the state, rather begrudgingly, I 
understand, for $3,000, a tidy sum at the 
time. It was an extraordinary investment 
in history. 
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There are some 60,000 images in the 
WSHS Asahel Curtis collection, most 
on nitrate film or glass plates. They 

have been—and are—in controlled cold 
storage in the society’s archives. Nitrate 
is highly flammable and glass plates 
susceptible to deterioration. No one has 
given them a close look since at least the 
1980s, when they were boxed in archival 
sleeves and stored away. The vast 
majority have remained as negatives— 
not printed or digitized. In other words, 
there are some 55,000 Curtis images 
that are virtually unseen. The historical 
society’s director, Jennifer Kilmer, says 
“The collection holds important links to 
today. With 55,000 unscanned images, 
there are undoubtedly going to be more 
discoveries of interest to the public and 
researchers.”
